The public supply was unrestricted throughout the year, 
The Council's water undertaking was transferred to Leicester Corporation 
on lst, October, 1959, the Local Authority acting as Agents until 
31st. March, 1960, 
Over 99% of the houses and of the population of the Urban District 
are supplied. In a very few cases the water is not laid into the houses, 
The number of such cases has declined during the year. There are no 
public standpipes. 


There are 12 occupied houses which arc not on the public supply. It is: 
expected that lh of these will. be connected soon. 


(11) Scoverage and Sewage Disposal. 


No significant change has been made, but a contract is in progress 
for additional sewers and improvements to sewage purification works.

There were (at 31st December, 1960) 116 Oakham applicants for 
Council Houses. Fifteen of these were sharing houses with 
parents or others. 

There is also a demand for houses from people outside the Urban 
District, many of whom work in the town. 


At the end of 1960 the Council owned 374 houses and flats, ten 
temporary bungalows and two old houses acquired in William Dalby 
Street and Westgate Street. Thus 28% of the houses are con~ 
trolled by the Council. 


In six cases houses were improved with Grant Aid under the Housing 
Acts. 


Grants have been approved in 14 other cases. 
At the end of the year 10 Council and 14 private dwellings were 


under construction. The 10 Council houses are part of a contract
